And What Have You

With the good showing of the Pipers 
so far this season, football seems to be 
the main topic 
of conversation around 
town. With this in mind 
we were in­ 
terested in an article by Dr Rhea Wil­ 
liams, director of athletics of the Uni­ 
versity Interscholastic League, 
in the 
League's 
publication, 
'Interscholastic 
Leaguer." 


We have read and heard of many 
arguments for and aaainst high school 
athletic prgrams but Dr Williams comes 
up with a new slant on one of its many 
benefits. 


Dr. Williams says that 
One of the 
most useful purposes of athletics, or any 
type of play, is that it gives opportunity 
for the emotions to be expressed and to 
be directed in the proper channels. It 
is a proven 
psychological fact 
that 
every person has to have some oppor­ 
tunity to vent his emotions, and athletics 
and play are among the best ways." 


He goes on to say that "Psychologists 
call any method which allows a person 
to express his emotions in a manner 
which avoids harmful mental or physical 
'expressions' the 'safety valve' theory. 
Thus, athletics and play are excellent 
safety valve 
outlets for the emotions. 


' We all know 
from personal ex­ 
perience that human beings are emotion­ 
al and that they must have opportunities 
to express them or else they wit explode. 
Emotions not expressed in desirable ways 
will be displayed in undesirable fashions. 
One out of every 15 Americans today will 
be a mental hospital patient sometime 
during his life." 


According to the dean of Texas High 
School Athletics, Dr. Williams, 
There is 
no 
greater 
opportunity 
to 
train 
the 
emotions, while at the same time allowing 
them to be expressed, than in athletics 
and play. Emotions, if allowed complete 
freedom without proper guidance, will 
not always be properly directed 
The 
ability to control emotions is best guided 
on the playing field under the direction 
of a coach or teacher. 


"In the average classroom, such as 
English, social science or physical science, 
there is little opportunity for a person to 
train his emotions. He is seldom given a 
chance to express them. This writer has 
never yet seen tears or laughter in a 
science 
experiment 
unless 
hydrogen 
sulphide escaped 
The average class­ 
room does not provide opportunities for 
emotional control. 


"Each high school student needs an 
opportunity to express his emotions in 
some wholesome situation 
Every high 
school student should be brought into 
some extra-curricular activity. The band 
by marching and playing, the pep squad 
and the drill team, and the entire student 
body have an opportunity to let off pent 
up 'steam' and tension at athletic activi­ 
ties. It is most important that there be 
proper direction for the emotions, as 
emotions are much line atomic power in 
that they can be used for good or evil 
depending upon direction. 


But Dr. Williams does not confine the 
benefits to the high school student as he 
says, "Adults in the community who go 
to athletic events in schools also find 
these activities excellent outlets for their 
emotions and tensions Inc person who 
works in a store a bank or other business 
establishment during the week and lias 
to control his emotions, finds weekend 
athletic events 
a fine opportunity to 
‘yell' and 'whoop' and to rid himself of 
his tensions. 
• 
"Many 
psychologists 
say 
that 
'booing' and other methods of 
riding' 
officials usually come from persons who 
have to submit to authority all week and 
resent this submission so much that they 
express resentment at someone else in 
authority when they have the opportunity. 
They feel much better after 'getting it 
off their chests."’ 
He goes on to say, People must ha e 
opportunities to let their tensions go, 
whether by playing the piano, working in 
a hobby shop 
or participating in, or 
viewing, an athletic event 
For youth 
and adults, one of the Greatest oppor­ 
tunities for wholesome outlet of emotions 
and tensions is to be found in high school 
athletic and play programs.
